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Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As to the Applicants* arguments filed on October 26, 2005, they have been 
considered but they are not persuasive. The Applicants argued that there is no 
motivation in the prior art to support the double patenting rejection. The Examiner notes 
that motivation is found in Waldin at col. 8 lines 20-30 and also at col. 2 lines 2-25 and 
col. 3 lines 60-65. Although the Applicants' arguments are unpersuasive, the double 
patenting rejection is withdrawn because claims 1 and 31 of this application are not 
obvious over claim 7 of Le Pennec in view of Waldin. Neither claim 7 of Le Pennec nor 
Waldin teaches the a combination as claimed including the steps of receiving from the 
file server a list of available virus free certificates, and if a certificate is accepted by the 
client system, selecting from the list an available virus-free certificate for the file. In 
addition, no claim of Le Pennec is obvious over any claim of this application in view of 
Waldin because neither suggest caching virus-free certificates as taught by Le Pennec. 
For these reasons, the double patenting rejection was withdrawn.
